AND  CRIPPLED 


HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
( now  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  I  first  opened  its  doors  in  May  of 
the  year  1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously.  Originally 
housed  in  the  founder's  home  the  first  hospital  building  of  twenty-eight 
beds,  situated  at  97  Second  Avenue,  was  soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year 
1870  the  Institution  moved  to  a  new  building  located  on  the  corner  of 
Lexington  Avenue  and  Forty -second  Street  ( present  site  of  the  Hotel 
Commodore).  Dr.  James  Knight,  the  founder  and  "Resident  Physician 
and  Surgeon,  '  served  faithfully  until  his  death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr. 
Virgil  P.  Gibney.  who  followed  him  as  "Surgeon-in-Chief."'  served  until 
1924.  During  these  thirty-seven  years,  the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Insti- 
tution that  merely  provided  for  the  care  of  incurable  cripples  into  one  of 
the  few  progressive  hospitals  in  the  United  States  for  the  treatment  of 
orthopaedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was  mainly  a  home  to  house 
children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints,  or  with 
paralysis,  it  became  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Gibney  an  active  unit  for 
the  development  of  reconstructive  surgery.  It  was  not  long  before  the 
reputation  of  its  surgeons  became  favorably  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital  which 
were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who  formerly  would  have  remained 
crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives  and  a  burden  on  the  community. 

In  the  year  1912  remodeling  of  the  Grand  Central  Terminal  forced  the 
Hospital  to  move  to  a  new  building  just  east  of  second  avenue  on  42nd 
Street.  Here  for  forty-three  years  it  carried  on  its  work  for  humanitv. 

During  these  years  the  clinical  facilities  were  greatly  developed  in 
order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors.  This  called  for  expansion 
in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital ;  including  clinics,  laboratories,  the 
X-Ray  Department,  facilities  for  physical  therapy,  and  a  medical  library 
was  established. 

The  teaching  facilities  for  training  of  young  surgeons  in  orthopaedic 
surgery  were  steadily  improved  during  the  years  on  42nd  .Street.  Today 
the  young  surgeon  on  coinplcling  his  period  of  residency  is  well  |)re|)ared 
to  enter  his  chosen  field  of  surgery  with  every  chance  of  success.  1  he 
Arthritis  Service  has,  since  194.5.  developed  a  curriculum  of  teaching  very 
similar  to  that  found  in  the  Orthopaedic  Service,  whereby  young  f)liysi- 
cians  are  well  trained  in  this  newly  developed  phase  of  medicine. 

In  May  19.55  the  Hospital  moved  for  the  fourth  time.  This  was  a  result 
of  an  agreement  entered  into  with  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital, 
for  a  proximate  affiliation  between  these  two  institutions.  A  new  nine 
story  building  was  erected  at  5.S5  Kast  7()tli  Street  on  the  East  River  Drive. 
The  Hospital  continues  to  maintain  its  identit\.  and  independence.  ( sub- 
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ic(  1  111  limilcd  (|iialilH  alions ) .  It  Is  <i(i\ ci  iicil  li\  ilsoun  Hoard  ol  IVIaiia- 
gt'i's  and  coiilrols  itsown  liiiaiices.  Il  rrpiesfiils  the s(>r\  ict's  in  orthopaedic 
and  rlicunialic  dist'ast's  of  New  York  Hospital- ("ornell  Medical  Center. 

\s  one  of  tlie  principal  reasons  for  nio\  ing  to  TOtli  Street  was  in  order 
lo  hecoiiie  more  closel)  identified  with  a  great  center  of  leaching  and 
research,  tliere  have  been,  since  the  move,  strides  in  developing  a  wider 
program  of  teacliing  and  research  in  both  orthopaedics  and  the  crippling 
diseases.  Plans  are  under  way  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building  on  71st 
Street,  opposite  the  Hospital,  for  cx|)an<ling  facilities  in  these  fields. 

In  \9r)5  the  Board  (d  Matiagers  applied  to  and  obtained  from  the  New 
\  ork  State  Kducation  l)e|)artmcnt  approval  for  a  School  for  Practical 
Nurses.  The  graduates  of  this  School  receiv  e  di[)lomas  as  practical  nurses 
and  are  helping  to  fill  a  great  need  for  trained  j)ersonnel  in  this  important 
branch  of  the  nursing  profession.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


In  1955  the  Hospital  showed  a  deficit  of  $106,084.50  in  comparison 
with  a  hlack  figure  of  $905.46  in  1954.  These  1955  results  have  compara- 
tively little  meaning  because,  as  is  later  explained,  the  Hospital  moved 
from  42nd  Street  to  70th  Street  on  May  25.  1955.  In  accordance  with  the 
plan  for  moving,  early  in  the  year  reducing  the  volume  of  in-patients 
(  and,  to  some  extent,  of  out-patients )  was  begun,  with  the  result  that  when 
the  hospital  moved  there  remained  only  73  in-patients  in  the  old  building. 
Thereafter  building  up  the  volume  of  patient  care  was  deliberately  re- 
tarded. The  operating  results  of  the  first  and  of  the  last  few  months  of 
1955  compare  favorably  with  the  results  of  the  corresponding  months  of 
1954.  It  is  the  deliberate  lag  in  volume  in  the  middle  of  the  year  that 
accounts  for  nearly  half  the  deficit. 

The  move  to  70th  Street  was  the  most  significant  event  in  1955.  The 
details  of  the  move  are  described  elsewhere  in  this  Annual  Report,  but  it 
is  desirable  here  to  review  briefly  the  underl>ing  reasons  for  the  new 
building  to  which  the  hospital  moved. 

Our  hospital  for  years  had  been  a  specialty  hospital  whose  main  inter- 
ests were  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases.  The  Officers,  Managers  and 
Doctors  became  convinced  about  ten  years  ago  that  a  specialty  hospital 
such  as  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  should  be  closely  identified  with 
a  center  of  teaching  and  research  if  it  was  to  continue  to  attract  and  hold 
staff  doctors  and  technicians  of  the  highest  standing  and  promise.  Three 
other  principles  also  became  evident:  (ll  that  unless  such  a  hospital 
could  continue  so  to  attract  and  hold  such  doctors  and  technicians  its 
future  would  be  in  jeopardy;  (2)  that  the  close  identification  with  a 
center  that  was  required  included  physical  closeness  to  the  center;  and 
(3)  that  it  would  be  far.  far  better  to  secure  such  a  close  identification 
through  an  affiliation  with  a  center  than  to  secure  one  through  a  merger 
or  consolidation. 

The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  appeared  an  excellent 
center  with  which  to  affiliate.  Not  only  did  it  seem  to  fill  the  need,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  what  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  had  to  offer  ap- 
parently would  fill  its  need  for  more  firmly  established  services  in  the 
field  of  crippling  diseases  and  handicaps  and  rehabilitation.  Hence,  on 
land  generously  contributed  b\  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hosj)ital. 
we  proceeded  to  build  a  new  hospital- -one  which  we  own  and  ojjeratc 
under  an  agreement  of  affiliation. 

During  the  year  the  Hosj)ital  was  the  beiieficiar)  of  gifts  and  legacies 
reflecting  wonderful  generosity.  We  mention  three  specific  instances  of 
such  generosity  because  of  their  importance  to  our  work  and  for  the 
carrying  out  of  our  plans  and  not  in  any  sense  to  belittle  the  importance 
of  the  annual  contributions  of  the  L  nited  Hosj)ital  Fund  and  (/reater  New 
York  Fund,  of  the  grants  of  such  organizalions  as  I  nited  Cerebral  Palsy 
of  N.  Y.  C,  Inc.,  Arthritis  and  Hlieumatisin  l-'onndalion.  Odluni-Cochrane 
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Foundation.  National  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society,  Association  for  llic  Aid 
of  Crippled  Cliildren.  1'.  S.  Public  Health  Service,  and  of  the  <j;ifls  and 
legacies  from  our  many  other  friends. 

The  first  of  such  instances  was  a  series  of  gifts  hy  Mr.  George  Murnane, 
as  Executor  of  the  Kstale  of  Alfred  Caspary.  deceased.  These  gifts,  total- 
ling S2.7(K).000,  were:  (a)  $1.5()().0{)0  for  the  construction  of  a  new  build- 
ing to  he  known  as  The  Alfred  11.  Caspary  Research  Department  of  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surger\  :  (hi  SSOO.OOO  for  the  Society's  General 
Kducation  and  Research  Fund:  (c)  $500. ()()()  for  the  Society's  General 
Fund  to  be  ap|)lie(l  to  the  expenses  of  the  ojieration  of  the  Margaret  M. 
Caspary  Clinic:  (  d  I  $200,000  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  installing 
air-conditioning  e(iui|)ment  on  the  hrsl  three  floors  of  the  Society's  new 
hospital  building  including  the  Margaret  M.  Caspary  Clinic.  It  is  also  in 
order  to  indicate  that  these  gifts  were  in  addition  to  the  gift  that  Mr. 
Caspar)  made  in  1954,  namely  a  gift  of  $1,000,000  towards  the  con- 
struction of  the  clinic  named  for  his  deceased  wife.  Margaret  M.  Caspary. 

The  second  was  a  trust  under  the  will  of  Helen  G.  Bickiiell.  deceased. 
This  Trust,  we  understand,  approximates  $3.(M)0.00()  and  is  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital's  work  in  Education  and  Research. 

The  third  was  a  legacy  under  the  will  of  William  Robertson  Coe,  de- 
ceased. The  amount  of  this  legacy  (most  of  which  has  already  been 
received)  should  exceed  $700,000.  lis  purpose  also  is  for  Education  and 
Research. 

Wonderful  as  these  major  gifts  are  we  would  point  out  that  they  are, 
for  the  most  part,  "earmarked  "  for  special  purposes.  These  j)urposes  were 
and  are  most  deserving  of  support.  But  restricted  gifts  do  not  relieve  the 
pressure  that  is  on  unrestricted  capital  funds.  As  do  most  of  the  Country's 
independent  schools,  universities  and  hospitals,  we  continue  to  need  un- 
restricted capital  funds  in  order  to  fulfill  our  opportunities  and  responsi- 
bilities. 

We  are  particularly  grateful  to  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  with  whom  it  has 
been  our  privilege  to  work  closely.  He  came  to  the  hospital  in  1935  and 
retired  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  on  June  30.  1955.  becoming  Director  of 
Research.  Dr.  Wilson  brought  to  us  more  than  great  skill  as  an  orthopedic 
surgeon — he  brought  also  rare  ability  to  train  and  teach,  to  plan  and 
administer.  He  had  enthusiasm  when  he  came:  he  has  enthusiasm  today. 

We  are  grateful  too  to  his  successor  as  Surgeon-in-Chief.  Dr.  T.  Camp- 
bell Thonijjson.  and  to  the  Medical  Board  and  other  doctors  for  their 
assistance.  With  respect  to  nursing,  in  our  report  for  1954  we  referred  to 
the  then  imminent  retirement  of  Miss  Cleanthe  E.  Logotheton,  and  re- 
viewed her  record  with  u.s.  Her  successor  as  Director  of  Nursing,  Miss 
Marv  Jeanne  Clapp.  assumed  her  duties  at  the  time  the  hospital  moved 
and  made  a  splendid  record  during  the  )  ear.  She.  with  the  cooperation  of 
Miss  Dean  Smith,  was  instrumental  in  organizing  our  School  of  Practical 
Nursing,  the  activities  of  which  are  explained  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Upon  the  administrative  staff  fell  most  of  the  burden  of  moving  to  the 
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new  hospital.  Although  careful  planning  and  construction  had  cut  the 
"headaches"  almost  invariably  found  in  a  new  plant,  we  did  experience 
some  difficulties  whose  solutions  required  quick  thinking  and  acting.  Our 
Director.  Mr.  T.  Gordon  Young,  took  these  problems  in  his  stride:  as  did 
our  Chief  Engineer.  Mr.  Harold  Sullivan.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  them 
and  to  the  other  members  of  the  staff  and  the  employees  generally. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Managers  created  an  Advisory  Council. 
Dr.  W.  Morgan  Hartshorn  and  Messrs.  William  A.  W.  Stewart,  Edgar  A. 
Eyre  and  Charles  J.  Symington  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
were  appointed  members  of  the  Council.  Mrs.  E.  F.  Hutton  and  Messrs. 
Paul  Pennoyer.  Marshall  Pvavvle.  Philip  Bastedo  and  S.  Hazard  Gillespie. 
Jr.  were  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Meetings  were  well 
attended  during  the  )  ear.  The  Standing  and  Special  Committees  and  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  were  active. 

The  dedication  ceremonies  of  the  new  hospital  and  the  Scientific  Con- 
ferences which  were  held  concurrently  are  described  elsewhere  in  this 
report.  We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  distinguished  men  and  women 
who  participated  activeh  in  these  proceedings. 

In  conclusion,  during  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  initiate  new  pro- 
grams in  research  in  the  field  of  the  hospital's  specialties.  This  important 
phase  of  our  work  is  complementary  to  our  services  to  our  patients — 
both  in-patients  and  out-patients.  They  continue  our  main  concern.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 


The  year  1955  marked  the  end  of  43  years  at  the  old  hospital  site  at 
321  East  42nd  Street  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  period  at  535  East  70lh 
Street.  It  is  impossible  to  present  a  report  adequately  which  will  cover 
both  the  first  and  last  half  of  this  year.  Until  May  25.  1955  the  hospital 
carried  on  as  before  with  orthopaedic,  general  surgical  and  medical  de- 
partments as  a  general  hospital  with  special  interest  in  orthopaedics  and 
rheumatic  diseases.  After  the  move  to  the  new  building  the  hospital  has 
become  primarih  an  orthopaedic  specialty  hospital  with  a  section  on 
rheumatic  diseases  but  no  general  surgery  or  surgical  specialties  except 
as  they  appear  in  orthopaedic  patients  and  patients  with  rheumatic 
disease.  This  change  in  location  and  character  of  the  hospital  has  been 
made  with  as  little  change  in  personnel  and  professional  staff  as  possible. 
The  spirit  of  the  old  Ruptured  &  Crippled  Hospital  has  carried  through 
this  difficult  period  and  persists  in  the  new  hospital. 

The  entire  Staff  was  happy  to  have  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson  continue  as 
Surgeon-In-Chief  until  the  move  was  completed  and  even  happier  that  his 
connection  with  the  hospital  has  not  been  severed  by  his  retirement  as 
Surgeon-In-Chief  at  Special  Surgery  and  professor  of  orthopaedics  at 
Cornell  Medical  College.  His  association  with  the  hospital  has  been  very 
close  for  the  past  21  years.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  continue  to  be  so  as  he 
carries  on  in  his  new  post  as  Director  of  Research.  This  report  should 
really  be  made  by  him.  as  the  first  5  months  in  the  old  hospital  site  repre- 
sented the  completion,  for  him.  of  21  years  of  service  as  surgeon-in-chief 
and  medical  director. 

The  report  of  the  last  7  months  of  1956  is  a  report  as  to  what  his  old 
staff  is  doing  at  the  new  hospital  to  carry  out  the  affiliation  with  New  York 
Hospital  that  was  arranged  largely  through  his  efforts  and  those  of  the 
President.  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Duryee.  The  move  to  the  new  hospital  on  May 
25th  was  accomplished  very  smoothly  through  the  combined  efforts  of 
our  director.  Mr.  T.  Gordon  Young  and  all  of  the  hospital  persoimel 
assisted  by  many  old  friends.  The  hosj)ital  l)eds  were  soon  filled  with  old 
and  new  patients  and  the  regular  and  special  clinics  in  the  new  building 
were  working  full  capacity.  By  the  time  the  medical  school  opened  in  Sep- 
tember the  hospital  was  ready  to  provide  excellent  orthopaedic  teaching 
facilities  for  the  Cornell  Medical  students.  The  conference  room  in  the 
clinic  and  the  lecture  rooms  and  main  lecture  hall  on  the  2nd  floor  have 
providefl  uni(|ue  facilities  for  the  regular  teaching  programs  and  for 
special  meetings. 

The  dedication  of  the  new  building  on  September  29th  was  combined 
with  a  very  remarkable  three  day  medical  conference  and  the  regular 
Fall  alumni  reunioti.  This  meeting  was  most  successful  and  ranks  as  one 
of  the  outstanding  international  professional  gallieriiigs  of  1956.  A  com- 
plete report  of  this  meeting  will  be  j)ublishe(l  shortly  in  book  form.  A 
s|)e(  ial  course  in  rheumatic  diseases  organized  by  Dr.  Richard  II.  Frey- 
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berg  was  presented  al  llic  hospital  under  llie  auspices  of  tlie  Amerieau 
College  of  Plnsiciaiis  on  Noxeniher  kli  and  ."ilh.  A  special  course  in 
radiology  as  applied  lo  the  diagnosis  of  patients  with  rlieunialic  disease 
has  also  been  gi\ en. 

The  facilities  of  the  neu  hospital  building  have  made  man)  things 
possible  which  could  not  have  been  done  before  and  will  go  a  long  way 
to  assure  tiiat  the  higii  standard  of  the  clinical  work  and  the  reputation 
of  the  Hospital  as  an  orthopaedic  teaching  center  will  continue.  The  Board 
of  Managers  and  especially  the  Building  &  Decorating  Committees  and 
the  architects.  Rogers  and  Butler,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  ])roviding 
such  splendid  facilities. 

The  OPI)  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  considerably  expanded  in  the 
new  building.  The  regular  orthopaedic  out-patient  clinics  run  from  1  p.m. 
to  p.m.  every  day  and  a  conference  on  all  interesting  cases  and  those  for 
admission  is  held  at  the  conclusion  of  each  clinic  period.  The  section  on 
rheumatic  diseases  has  clinics  on  4  mornings  a  week  instead  of  2  as 
befor(\  and  on  Tuesday  the  entire  rheumatic  disease  staff  attends.  The 
special  orthopaedic  clinics  which  are  increasing  in  size  and  number  are 
also  held  in  the  mornings.  These  include  scoliosis,  club  feet,  amputation, 
cerebral  palsy,  hand  problems  and  chest  deformities.  In  addition,  special 
clinics  are  held  in  neurology.  multi})le  sclerosis,  pediatrics,  and  podiatry. 

It  is  impossible  to  adequately  re|)ort  on  all  the  various  departments  in 
the  hospital  and  the  amount  of  work  done  by  them  can  not  be  properly 
judged  b\  the  statistics  alone.  The  x-ray  department,  however,  has  not 
only  increased  the  volume  of  work  tremendously  but  is  taking  pictures  of 
nmch  higher  caliber  with  excellent  new  equipment.  The  hospital  is  most 
fortunate  in  having  obtained  Dr.  Robert  H.  Freiberger  as  full  time 
roentgenologist.  The  laboratory  department  lias  done  fewer  examinations, 
but  these  have  been  more  c(jmplicated  and  of  more  imj)ortance.  The  space 
provided  for  research  is  already  too  small.  The  department  of  physical 
medicine  is  now  situated  entirely  on  the  2nd  floor  and  includes  a  most 
beautiful  therapeutic  pool.  The  occupational  therapy  department  con- 
tinues its  excellent  work.  The  new  quarters  for  the  photography  depart- 
ment insure  much  better  work.  The  new  medical  library,  next  to  the 
operating  room  and  the  residents  quarters,  is  readily  available  for  any 
doctor  who  has  a  few  spare  minutes.  It  is  a  fit  setting  for  the  fine  collection 
of  books  and  journals  that  have  been  accumulated  in  the  last  20  years  by 
Dr.  Fenwick  Beekman. 

The  nursing  service  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Jeanne  Clapp  has 
not  only  continued  to  provide  the  best  of  nursing  care  for  our  patients, 
but  has  eidarged  the  Practical  Nurses  training  program  and  arranged  for 
the  Orthopaedic  Training  of  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  stu- 
dents and  nurses. 

The  orthopaedic  teaching  for  Cornell  Medical  students  which  had  been 
carried  on  by  our  staff  in  New  York  Hospital  for  the  past  three  years  is 
now  done  in  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  where  the  facilities  are  ex- 
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cellent  and  there  is  a  wealth  of  clinical  material.  This  necessity  for  pro- 
viding undergraduate  teaching  has  improved  the  post  graduate  teaching 
so  much  that  Residencies  in  Orthopaedics  at  Special  Surgery  are  in  even 
greater  demand  than  previously.  During  1955  besides  the  regular  Ortho- 
paedic Residents  there  were  fellows  from  Germany.  France,  South  Africa, 
and  South  America. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  report  the  closing  of  the  General  Surgical 
Service,  formerly  known  as  the  Hernia  Service.  This  department  of  the 
old  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  did  outstanding  work  in  the 
development  of  the  surgical  treatment  of  herniae  under  Dr.  William  Bull. 
Dr.  William  B.  Coley.  Dr.  Peter  Hoguet.  Dr.  Carl  Burdick.  Dr.  Fenwick 
Beekman.  and  many  others.  In  the  last  few  years  the  general  surgical 
work  was  carried  on  by  Dr.  John  Sullivan,  Dr.  Bradley  Coley,  Dr.  Nor- 
man Higinbotham.  Dr.  Roland  Maier.  Dr.  Vansel  Johnson,  Dr.  Yolande 
Huber  and  many  others.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  these  old  friends 
are  still  with  us  as  special  consultants.  We  have  also  consultants  in  the 
various  specialties.  These  consultants  are  doctors  who  have  special  in- 
terests in  the  problems  that  arise  in  the  group  of  severely  disabled  patients 
who  are  cared  for  in  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Many  of  these  are 
patients  who  cannot  be  cared  for  in  a  large  active  general  hospital  because 
of  the  lack  of  time,  personnel  or  special  facilities. 

The  fracture  service  at  New  York  Hospital  which  is  staffed  by  doctors 
from  both  hospitals,  developed  in  a  remarkable  manner  during  the  last 
half  of  1955. 

The  rheumatic  disease  section  at  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  with 
a  number  of  doctors  from  the  Medical  Service  of  New  York  Hospital  has 
done  the  same.  Residents  from  Surgery,  Medicine.  Pediatrics  and  Roent- 
genology from  New  York  Hospital  rotate  through  Hospital  for  Special 
.Surgery  and  two  of  our  Orthopaedic  Residents  are  always  on  duty  on  the 
Fracture  Service  at  The  New  York  Hospital.  Consultations  between  the 
two  hospitals  are  held  frequently  and  conferences,  large  and  small,  are 
well  attended  by  the  staffs  of  both  hospitals. 

The  professional  staff  naturalK  misses  the  associations  at  the  old  hos- 
pital, but  I  am  sure  that  they  all  wish  to  thank  every  member  of  the  lay. 
nursing  and  volunteer  staffs  for  the  marvellous  cooperation  that  they  all 
have  given  during  this  difficult  year. 

It  is  impossible  to  relate  adequately  the  changes  that  have  taken  place 
during  1955.  nor  to  express  my  personal  thanks  to  all  those  res|)oiisible. 
but  I  can  re|)ort  that  the  professional  staff  is  looking  forward  to  being 
better  able  to  care  for  crippled  children  and  adults  during  each  succeed- 
ing year  in  this  greatest  of  Orthopaedic  Institutions.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  RESEARCH 


riiis  ht'iiig  first  report  of  tlic  Director  of  Heseareli  of  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  requires  a  few  words  of  preface. 

Early  in  1954.  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hos|)itai  for  Special 
Surgery  agreed  that  since  the  construction  of  the  new  hospital  was  under 
way  and  the  goal  of  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  for  the  Building  fund 
had  heen  achie\(>d.  that  the  next  great  olijectixe  was  to  raise  funds  for 
Kducation  and  Hesearch.  As  an  expression  of  its  belief  in  the  net'd  for 
a  Research  Fund,  and  in  order  to  get  il  started,  the  Board  authorized  the 
transfer  of  $1()(),(K)()  in  securities  to  this  new  account.  Subsequently, 
various  persons  of  means  were  approached  and  the  effort  was  made  to 
interest  them  in  this  fund.  This  led  to  substantial  results  more  quickh 
than  had  been  anticipated.  Between  January  and  June  of  19S3.  the  Hos- 
pital received  three  large  legacies  earmarked  exclusively  for  the  purpose 
of  Education  and  Research.  These  gifts  were  from  the  estates  of  Mr. 
William  Coe.  Mr.  Alfred  Caspary  and  Miss  Helen  Bicknell.  These  estates 
are  still  in  process  of  settlement  so  that  the  total  amount  of  legacies  cannot 
yet  be  fully  determined.  Our  best  information  indicates,  however,  that 
the  total  will  be  more  than  five  million  dollars.  Mr.  Goe  s  legacy  stipulates 
that  income  only  may  be  used  for  the  stated  purpose.  Mr.  Caspary's  gift 
includes  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of 
a  Research  Building  with  provision  for  inclusion  of  such  other  ancillary 
services  as  may  be  required  b)  the  Hospital  Administration.  An  addi- 
tional sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  may  be  used,  if  necessary, 
for  building  or  may  be  used  for  the  support  of  Education  and  Research. 
Miss  BicknelTs  legacy  is  in  the  form  of  a  Trust  Fund,  the  income  of  which 
will  be  paid  to  the  Hospital  in  perpetuity  for  the  support  of  Research  in 
the  orthopaedic  field. 

On  July  1.  1955.  the  Director  of  Research  was  apjjointed.  A  Special 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  called  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Research  was  established.  It  is  composed  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  and  five  members  of  the  Medical  staff  of  the  Hospital.  The  work  of 
the  Education  and  Research  Committee  has  been  organized  as  a  separate 
department  of  the  Hospital.  Plans  have  been  going  forward,  looking 
toward  the  construction  of  a  new  building  on  part  of  the  lot  owned  by  the 
Hospital,  to  the  North  of  71st  Street,  and  it  is  planned  that  this  will  be 
joined  to  the  main  Hospital  building  by  a  bridge.  It  is  hoped  that  con- 
struction may  be  started  before  the  end  of  1956.  In  the  meantime,  there 
has  been  a  good  deal  of  activity  in  organizing  the  Department  and  obtain- 
ing personnel.  As  of  January  1.  1956,  ten  research  projects  had  been 
activated  and  a  number  of  investigators  and  technicians  have  been  em- 
ployed. We  are  making  use  of  all  available  space  in  the  laboratories  of  the 
new  hospital,  but  already  we  are  very  cramped  for  necessary  facilities  and 
further  expansion  of  the  department's  activities  will  be  limited  until  the 
new  research  building  is  completed. 
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I  believe  that  the  development  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Research  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  important  chapter  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital.  In  the  past,  a  great  deal  of  research  has  been  done, 
by  members  of  the  staff,  using  private  funds.  Notable  results  were 
achieved  in  spite  of  the  physical  and  financial  handicaps.  Most  of  the 
investigation  was  of  a  clinical  nature.  In  the  new  era.  stress  is  being 
placed  upon  more  basic  and  fundamental  types  of  .investigation.  There  is 
need  for  the  use  of  many  different  disciplines.  Organization  and  planning 
are  required.  The  cost  of  such  research  is  very  great.  While  good  facilities 
do  not  make  Research  yet  it  is  also  true  that  you  cannot  do  this  tvpe  of 
Research  without  them. 

We  look  forward  with  confidence  to  keeping  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  in  the  forefront  of  Research  in  the  fields  of  Orthopaedics  and 
Rheumatic  Diseases.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 


The  years  of  1863.  1870.  1912  and  1955  are  milestones  which  reflect 
the  past  and  present  determination  of  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  meet  the  challenges  and  opportunities 
afforded  by  its  existence.  The  year  1955  marks  the  third  time  since  its 
establishment  in  1863  that  the  hospital  has  removed  to  an  environment 
more  adaptable  to  the  needs  of  its  patients.  I.  as  its  present  Director,  am 
honored  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1955. 

While  still  on  42nd  Street,  we  established  our  first  School  of  Practical 
Nurses.  Since  the  inception  of  the  school,  we  have  received  357  applica- 
tions. Of  this  number.  90  have  been  accepted,  11  dropped  out  and  6  were 
asked  to  leave.  The  first  class  numbered  16  students,  second  class,  15 
students,  third  and  fourth  class,  21  students. 

On  January  5.  1956.  the  first  class  of  16  students  graduated.  Of  these 
graduates,  two  were  accepted  on  the  staff  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  one 
on  the  staff  of  Bellevue,  and  one  on  the  staff  of  a  nearby  hospital  in  the 
Bronx.  The  other  12  students  have  been  absorbed  on  our  staff,  over  all 
three  nursing  shifts.  The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  using  the  services 
of  the  New  York  Hospital  for  the  students"  clinical  experience,  and  also 
for  the  nursing  arts  laboratory. 

A  student  fund,  called  the  Logotheton  Student  Fund,  has  been  estab- 
lished by  the  first  class,  and  funds  from  different  sources  have  been  added 
in  order  to  assist  those  students  who,  from  time  to  time,  need  financial  aid. 
Temporary  approval  of  the  school  terminates  May  1956,  when  a  new 
survey  will  be  made  to  approve  our  Practical  Nursing  School. 

From  March  to  September  we  had  groups  of  students  from  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  University  .School  of  Nursing  who  came  to  us  for 
four  day  observation  periods  in  our  clinic  and  in-patient  departments. 
While  this  was  a  very  brief  orientation  to  orthopaedic  nursing,  it  was  felt 
to  be  a  very  worthwhile  experience.  This  was  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
by  the  end  of  the  year  plans  for  a  two  month  collegiate  level  student 
nursing  experience  have  been  completed. 

During  the  year.  Miss  Mary  Jeanne  Clapp,  Director  of  Nursing,  and 
Miss  Dean  Smith.  Director  of  Education,  have  received  their  formal  aca- 
demic appointments  to  the  Faculty  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
University  School  of  Nursing. 

On  April  27,  1955,  we  conducted  our  first  Service-Pin  Ceremony.  .Sixt\  - 
four  individuals  received  pins  for  service  to  the  hospital  for  twenty-five 
years  or  more,  and  sixty-eight  for  service  to  the  hospital  for  more  than 
fifteen  years,  but  less  than  twenty-five. 

Mr.  Robert  Kelly  Prentice  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
forty-eight  years.  Dr.  David  Gillespie  has  been  a  member  of  the  medical 
staff  the  same  number  of  years.  The  late  Mrs.  Agnes  Donohue  was  em- 
ployed here  thirty-six  years,  and  Mr.  Jose|)h  .Schlatter  in  the  Brace  .Shop 
for  forty-one  years. 
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On  \la\  25.  lOS.i.  llic  hip  cxcnt  of  tlic  \car.  "" Manhattan  Transfer", 
took  [)Ui(  t\  Excee'dinfi  tlie  fxpcctation  of  the  most  opt iniislic.  all  patients, 
nnmix'ring  73.  were  installed  in  our  new  hospital  for  lunch.  The  entire 
patient  n\o\e  was  accomplished  in  less  tlian  two  and  a  half  hours.  Months 
and  months  of  planninji  of  what  atui  how  to  moxc  made  mo\ing  (la\ 
itself  seem  simple.  My  deep  thanks  go  to  Keefe  and  Keefe  Ambulance 
.Service  and  to  Weissherger  Moving  and  Storage  Compaiu  for  their 
efforts  in  making  the  move  so  successful. 

As  one  would  anticij)ate  in  such  a  removal,  there  were  a  number  of  staff 
changes  during  the  \ear.  On  Kebruar\  4th.  Miss  Dorotlu  Bell  resigned 
as  A(lministrati\ e  Dietitian  and  was  replaced  b\  Mrs.  Roseleen  Goldstoiie. 

In  September.  Miss  Isabel  Moss.  Record  Lilirarian.  resigned  and  Miss 
Stella  Cicero  became  Librarian. 

Mr.  Norman  Bolotin,  Assistant  Director  in  charge  of  accounts,  left  our 
employ  on  October  31st.  On  December  1st,  Mr.  Robert  Thiessen  joined 
our  staff  to  fill  this  position. 

Miss  Beatrice  McEw  an.  Purchasing  Agent  for  our  hospital  for  33  years, 
retired  on  December  31st.  Mrs.  Henrietta  Mendoza,  her  assistant,  was 
promoted  to  fill  this  position. 

Miss  Pamela  Mitchell  joined  our  staff  in  March  as  Executive  Secretar\ 
to  Mrs.  Walter  D.  Fletcher.  Chairman  of  the  new  Connnittee  on  Public 
Information  and  Fund  Raising. 

The  Board  has  been  persistently  cognizant  of  the  need  for  a  pension 
plan  for  our  employees.  As  of  June  1,  19.55.  this  pension  plan  became  a 
reality. 

.September  29th  through  October  1st  was  Dedication  Week.  The  hospi- 
tal was  formalK  rletlicated  on  September  29th.  followed  by  a  Scientific 
Program.  The  annual  R.  &  C.  Ball  at  the  Essex  House  completed  this  week, 
long  to  be  remembered.

Since  we  have  operated  two  hospitals  for  the  year  1955.  we  feel  that 
the  yearly  in-patient  statistics  should  he  illustrated  in  a  manner  to  reflect 
two  hospital  operations.  We  are  showing  five  months  statistics  in  the  old 
hospital  and  seven  months  in  the  new,  plus  consolidated  statistics  for  the 
calendar  year.  Particularly  noticeable  is  the  7.000  patient  day  decline  in 
1955  against  1954.  This  was  due  to  the  curtailment  of  admissions  prior 
to  the  move  and  to  the  reduction  in  bed  complement  from  229  to  170 
beds.  However,  our  percentage  of  occupanc)  reflects  an  encouraging 
trend  showing  a  78.2' <  average  for  seven  months  at  the  new  hospital. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  direct  comparison  against  1954  sta- 
tistics cannot  be  made  without  adjusting  for  the  elimination  of  our 
surgical  and  medical  clinics.  We,  therefore,  have  adjusted  the  total  1954 
visits  of  54.927  downward  by  4,573  medical  and  surgical  visits,  leaving 
a  total  of  50.354.  The  same  adjustment  was  made  in  1955.  We  reduced 
our  total  visits  of  52.656  downward  by  eliminating  1.775  surgical  and 
medical  visits  to  a  total  of  50.881  visits.  Comparison  of  the  two  adjusted 
totals  indicates  that  we  have  increased  our  visits  by  527  over  1954  ex- 
perience for  comparable  clinics. 

We  look  ahead  to  1956  with  a  plan  for  building  the  Alfred  H.  Caspary 
Research  Department  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Any  new  hos- 
pital building  provides  problems  and  challenges,  and  we  are  constantly 
tr\ing  to  improve  our  services  with  the  care  of  patients  always  the  goal 
of  our  endeavors.  This  care  is  costly,  as  our  financial  figures  will  show, 
and  only  through  the  continued  help  of  our  generous  benefactors  will  we 
be  able  to  meet  rising  costs  and  increased  operating  deficit. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Professional  Staff,  the  Women's  Auxil- 
iary, the  Volunteers  and  Hospital  Personnel,  goes  my  deep  appreciation 
for  the  untiring  hel])  which  was  given  me  over  this  eventful  \ear  in  our 
histor\ .

It  is  a|)|)areiit.  that  tiie  scope  and  activities  of 
lliese  (lei)artmeiits  and  committees  in  w  liich  the  memhers  of  the  Auxiliar\ 
liave  particular  interest  and  responsibilities,  continue  to  expand. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year.  On  May  25th  we  moved  to  our  new  Hospital. 
This  move  closed  a  chapter  for  us  all.  This  is  a  story  of  years  of  pro- 
gressive work,  which  included  added  responsibilities,  offered  new  fields 
for  stud\  .  and  left  us  with  man\  happ\  memories.  Now  in  our  spacious 
new  (juarters  we  look  with  complete  confidence  to  the  future  and  to  the 
challenge  it  holds  for  us.  The  vital  work  we  are  all  so  interested  in.  will  be 
carried  on  with  increased  zest,  and  finalK,  we  will  continue  to  do  our 
utmost  for  those,  who  when  in  need,  turn  to  us  for  help. 

We  again  participated  in  the  United  Hospital  Campaign.  Tiie  tliree 
team  captains  w  ere  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Patterson.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  make  the  following  report  as  to  the  splendid 
results  that  the  members  of  the  \^ omen  s  Auxiliar\  have  to  show  for  their 
20  years  of  work  on  the  I  iiited  Hospital  Campaign.  In  other  words,  from 
1936  to  1956  we  have  brought  to  the  Hospital,  the  following  sum  of 
money.  $389,319.31.  This  sum  represents  our  share  towards  the  salaries 
of  the  Social  Service  Department.

Inc.  provide  appliances  and 
special  shoes  for  many  of  our  clinic  patients. 

The  Josephine  B.  Baird  Fund  as  well  as  the  David  B.  Baird  Fund  for 
Direct  Relief  are  the  gifts  of  one  friend  who  has  requested  that  these 
funds  be  used  freely  to  help  provide  whatever  is  needed  to  make  the 
patient  more  comfortable  and  to  help  him  improve  more  quickly.  The 
Royal  Aid  League  Fund  is  ear-marked  for  cerebral  palsied  children.  The 
Social  Service  Trans|)ortation  Fund  is  maintained  in  its  entirety  by  one 
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(il  (iiir  \  allied  \  (ilmilfcis  and  licr  liiisliaiid:  lliis  I'  lind  is  iMdis|)(>iisal)lc  lor 
main  of  our  patitMils  would  Ik-  totall\  unahlt-  lo  atlcnd  clinics  if  they  were 
forced  to  travel  hy  crowded  bus  or  sul)ua\.  Another  aclive  and  interested 
\  olunleer  has  given  us  funds  for  orthopedic  adults  and  still  another  has 
initiated  and  supported  for  several  years  the  l"'und  for  Older  Patients. 
We  have  three  Funds  which  are  almost  entirely  maintained  by  the  three 
outstanding  physicians  whose  names  they  bear,  which  is  welcome  evi- 
dence of  the  ra])port  existing  between  the  medical  staff  and  the  stafT  of 
the  Social  Ser\  ic(>  Department. 

19.'i5  marks  the  twentieth  \ear  thai  I  have  serxcd  as  (Ihairnian  of  the 
Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee.  It  has  been  a  genuine  satis- 
faction to  watch  the  growth  of  the  Social  Service  Department  from  a  small 
group  of  kindly  but  untrained  social  workers  to  a  department  that  is  well 
staffed,  well  organized  and  an  indispensable  })art  of  the  hospital  it  serves. 
I  am  grateful  for  the  twenty  y  ears  I  have  been  privileged  to  work  w  ith  and 
for  our  Social  Service  Department  and  our  Hospital. 

Miss  Nichols,  Directress  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  sub- 
mits her  report.  This  report  covers  the  functions  and  activities,  and  also 
gives  the  statistics  for  the  past  year.  In  analyzing  these  statistics,  we  find 
as  follows:  A  total  of  2o6  patients  received  4035  treatments.  A  breakdown 
of  these  figures  gives  us  this  picture — 166  patients  received  2.397  func- 
tional treatments,  and  diversional  treatments  were  received  by  122  pa- 
tients. The  functional  treatments  were  divided  as  follows:  714  to  out- 
patients and  163  to  in-patients.  From  year  to  year,  for  various  reasons, 
there  is  always  a  fluctuation  in  the  number  of  treatments  given.  The 
reason  for  this  years  decrease  is  readily  seen.  The  shortage  of  staff  and 
students,  necessitated  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Diversional  treatments. 
However,  the  need  for  functional  treatments  has  greatlv  increased.  In 
order  to  meet  these  needs,  plans  are  being  devised  to  divide  the  work  so 
that  all  therapists  will  primarily  be  doing  functional  work.  Functional 
work  is  ordered  by  the  physician,  and  a  fee  is  charged  for  these  treat- 
ments. Formerly  when  a  therapist  requested  diversional  work  for  a  pa- 
tient, no  fee  was  charged.  Diversional  work  is  onh  given  now.  when 
ordered  by  the  physician. 

When  this  department  mo^ed  into  its  larger  sunny  quarters,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  add  a  printing  press  as  a  new  craft.  This  craft  has 
proven  very  helpful  for  its  therapeutic  value.  New  projects  will  make  the 
printing  press  useful,  and  of  help  to  other  departments  in  the  hospital.  A 
sling  suspension  is  another  new  equipment,  which  has  proven  of  such 
value,  that  a  duplicate  was  ordered.  This  additional  suspension  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  therapists  to  treat  more  than  one  polio  patient  at  a  time. 
The  cost  of  new  equipment  and  expendable  materials,  not  purchased  by 
the  new  Hospital  f^uilding  Fund  was  covered  in  the  following  manner. 
Charges  were  made  to  patients  for  materials  they  used  in  their  craft  work, 
and  additional  funds  were  brought  in  b)  the  Christmas  sale. 

A  one  day  conference,  was  held  by  limb  manufacturers  and  was  at- 
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tended  by  Miss  Nichols.  Several  hospital  personnel  also  participated — 
three  or  four  amputees  who  were  trained  by  us  demonstrated  their  pros- 
theses, and  the  use  of  their  hooks.  Miss  Nichols  did  not  attend  the  annual 
convention,  which  was  held  this  year  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  thought 
inadvisable  to  add  this  expense  to  the  already  heavy  expenses  of  moving 
and  settling  in  our  new  hospital. 

The  three  students  whom  we  trained  came  from  the  Boston  School  of 
Occupational  Therapy  and  the  Richmond  Professional  Institute. 

We  regret  the  resignation  of  our  chairman.  Mrs.  W.  Hall  Headington. 
because  of  illness.  Mrs.  Headington  has  been  succeeded  by  Mrs.  David 
Renter.  Our  new  chairman  had  done  valuable  work  in  this  department 
since  last  January.  Mrs.  Robert  Fredericks,  a  member  of  the  \^  omen  s 
Auxiliary  has  worked  with  us  since  October.  We  are  indebted  to  three 
other  volunteers,  Mrs.  Geller.  Mrs.  Goldstein  and  Mrs.  Horn,  whose 
services  have  been  of  great  value. 

The  Volunteer  Department  gives  a  splendid  report  for  1955.  Ninetv- 
three  Volunteers  covered  15  departments  and  gave  us  16.556  hours  of 
time  this  past  year.  This  shows  an  increase  of  344  hours  over  last  year. 
The  out-patient  and  Social  Service  Departments  received  the  greatest 
number  of  hours.  A  total  of  8220  hours  were  divided  as  follows:  5058  to 
out-patients  and  3161  to  the  Social  Service  Department. 

The  Volunteers  have  proven  themselves  invaluable  in  every  respect  and 
we  are  all  most  grateful  to  them.  Not  only  did  they  follow  us  to  our  new 
hospital,  but  co-operated  cheerfully  when  reassignments  were  found  nec- 
essary to  meet  our  added  needs.  Twelve  were  trained  as  guides  to  escort 
the  personnel  and  guests  through  the  hospital.  During  Dedication  week, 
they  gave  many  hours  in  this  service,  which  service  was  well  done  and 
greatly  appreciated.  The  Volunteer  tea  was  held  on  May  6th  at  which 
time  awards  were  presented  by  Mr.  Duryee.  Mrs.  John  H.  Reynolds. 
Chairman  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  was  unable  to  attend  because  of 
illness.  Mr.  Duryee  presided  and  Dr.  T.  C.  Tliompson  as  our  Surgeon  in 
Chief  and  Mrs.  Harry  Kniffen.  President  of  the  Children's  Country  Home 
in  Westfield,  New  Jersey  were  guests.

Thousands  of  cards  were  typed  by 
one  volunteer.  The  Gift  Shop  is  run  smoollds  and  efficipiitiy  by  Mrs.  Ochs. 
Manager,  and  Mrs.  Pearson.  They  are  greatly  aided  in  their  daily  work 
by  enthusiastic  volunteers,  who  not  only  work  as  sales  people  but  also 
cheerfully  take  the  cart  through  the  Hospital  three  days  a  week.  We  thank 
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these  ladif-  wlio  do  ><)  iiuidi  lur  the  sliop  and  also  lliaiik  (Hir  xdhinlcer 
salesman.  Mr.  Marherger.  I  lie  sliop  is  fi'e(]uenll\  opened  now  on  Sun- 
day s  because  of  Mr.  Harlierger  s  entluisiasni  and  interest.  We  are  also 
very  indebted  to  liini  for  his  fre(|ueiit  \  isits  to  the  wholesale  gift  eenter. 

Mrs.  Mannernian.  acting  chairman  reports  on  the  arti\ities  and  prog- 
ress of  the  Alker  Memorial  l.ihrarx.  which  maintains  the  Axcrell  \\v- 
morial  Library  for  Children. 

The  serious  illness  of  our  devoted  chairman.  Mr-.  1.;  ne-l  H.  Osborne  is 
indeed  a  grievous  loss  to  the  Librarv .  Her  deep  interest  and  her  ability  in 
the  fielfi  of  Public  Relations  made  it  [)ossil)le  in  Novendier  to  top  the 
L  iiiled  Kuiuls  list  for  circuUilion.  according  to  bed  complement.  She  also 
steered  the  group  through  the  diliicuities  of  mo\  ing.  and  enjo\  ed  w  ith  her 
co-\N()rkers  the  first  months  in  the  new  Librar\ .  with  its  greatlx  improved 
facilities  for  work.  Mrs.  Osborne  s  forced  absence  brought  a  noticeable 
drop  in  circulation.  This  drop  made  everyone  aware  of  the  fact  that  her 
personal  interest  in  each  individual  reader,  made  the  Iibrar\.  what  it  has 
grow  n  to  be  under  her  leadership. 

The  new  Librarx  which  was  furnished  and  e(iui[)[)ed  b\  the  friends  of 
the  late  Henrv  A.  Alker.  is  a  most  restful  s|)ot  to  work  in  and  read  in.  In 
closing  Mrs.  Rannerman  thanks  her  co-workers  and  Mrs.  \erkes.  the 
librarian,  for  their  splendid  assistance  in  the  last  months  of  1955.  It  was 
most  gratifying  to  all  to  receive  the  continued  expression  of  appreciation 
from  the  patients  and  staff. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Director  of  the  Hos})ital  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.  This  co-operation  enabled  the  Departments  and 
Committees  that  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  to 
function  smoothly  and  efliciently  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALKER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
AND  THE  AVERELL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


The  year  1955  marked  for  the  Patients'  Library  the  gain  of  a  fine  new 
room,  a  most  compatible  grouyj  of  volunteers  and  continued  expression 
of  appreciation  for  our  service  by  patients  and  staff.  \^  e  liave  added  377 
books  of  which  136  were  purchased  and  241  were  gifts.  A  large  water 
color,  an  electric  clock  and  marble  bookends  were  given  individually  to 
augment  the  well  equipped  room  which  was  given  and  fumished  in  mem- 
ory of  the  late  Henry  A.  Alker.  The  May  Arents  Averell  Memorial  Library 
for  children,  included  with  the  Alker  Memorial  Library,  is  said  to  be  the 
only  complete  library  for  children  in  a  hospital  in  New  York  City. 

All  of  these  assets,  however,  were  overshadowed  by  the  grievous  loss 
of  our  devoted  chairman.  Mrs.  Ernest  B.  Osborne,  whose  personal  touch 
kept  the  circulation  high  in  spite  of  reduced  bed  complement  and  frequent 
changes  in  staff.  Desirous  of  keeping  the  Patients"  Library  up  to  her  high 
standards,  our  volunteers.  Mmes.  Bannerman.  Brenner,  Cole,  Debevoise. 
Fletcher.  Peck,  Sherlock.  \^  atkins  and  the  Misses  Havens  and  Hundsdon. 
have  rallied  with  enthusiasm,  cooperation  and  determination  to  make  for 
the  year  to  come  a  record  worthy  of  .Alice  Guernse\  Osborne.  V(  ith  en- 
couragement and  assistance  from  our  Public  Relations  Department,  ideas 
and  plans  are  now  in  progress  for  1956.  aided  by  the  untiring  and  in- 
valuable work  of  our  librarian.  Miss  Helen  Yerkes  and  the  co-chairman 
Mrs.  Constance  Sherlock  and  Mrs.  Armitage  \^  atkins.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  report  oi  the  Social  St'r\  ice  1  )c|iai I mciil  lor  the  scar  ol  1955  is 
siilniiiltt'd  to  the  Hoard  of  Managers  and  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social 
Service  Committee  with  the  expectation  that  it  will  justify  the  assistance 
and  encouragement  we  have  received  from  liolli  Hoards  to  expand  the 
activities  of  our  Department  and  to  grow  in  ser\  ice  to  our  patients  and 
to  our  Hospital. 

The  Staff 

As  of  December  31st.  1%5  the  Department  consists  of  a  director,  nine 
medical  social  workers,  two  case  aides  and  five  secretaries.  There  is  one 
vacancy  in  connection  with  the  Scoliosis  Clinic  which  should  he  filled  as 
promptly  as  possible.  Two  social  workers  are  assigned  to  the  care  of 
hospitalized  patients:  another  is  responsible  for  the  arthritic  patients  who 
are  in  the  hospital  as  well  as  those  who  attend  the  Arthritis  Clinics.  One 
social  worker  is  engaged  in  a  research  project  connected  with  the  Arthritis 
Service.  Five  are  concerned  with  the  jjalients  who  attend  our  clinics. 

The  two  case  aides,  college  graduates  but  w  ithout  post-graduate  educa- 
tion in  social  work,  assist  the  soc;ial  workers  in  two  exceijtionaih  heavy 
services,  the  Poliomyelitis  Clinics  and  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic.  Our  case 
aides  have  proved  to  be  very  helpful.  They  have  taken  responsibility  for 
many  of  the  so-called  manipulative  services  which  are  a  necessary  adjunct 
to  social  work  in  a  medical  setting,  but  which  take  heavy  toll  from  the 
time  of  social  workers  who  should  be  devoting  their  skills  and  energies  to 
actual  case  work  with  the  patients.  The  case  aides  are  fully  capable  of 
completing  applications  to  the  Department  of  Health  for  State  Aid  to 
cover  the  costs  of  hospitalization  or  to  secure  orthopedic  appliances,  of 
arranging  for  transportation,  of  referring  patients  to  the  Department  of 
Welfare  f(jr  material  assistance,  of  making  out  application  forms  for 
school  ]jlacement.  or  of  planning  for  convalescent  care. 

Volunteers 

The  volunteers  in  our  Department  seem  to  find  their  assignments  satis- 
fying, as  evidenced  by  the  fact  tiiat  they  are  a  most  dependable  and  helpful 
group.  We  would  find  it  difficult  to  function  smoothly  without  the  valued 
services  of:  Miss  Jane  Austin.  Mrs.  Agnes  Davis,  Mrs.  Bertha  Dunn,  Mrs. 
Clara  Elms,  Mrs.  Andre  Istel,  Mrs.  Agnes  McCabe,  Mrs.  Esther  Lang, 
Mrs.  Josephine  Mulligan  and  Mrs.  Charles  Eastman. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  had  an  average  of  eight  active  volunteers 
each  month.  The  total  number  of  volunteer  hours  in  the  Social  Service 
Department  during  1955  amounted  to  an  average  of  263  hours  each 
month  or  a  grand  total  for  the  year  of  3.161. 
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Graduate  Students 

During  the  school  year  we  supervised  the  field  work  of  three  graduate 
students.  Two  were  studying  for  their  Masters  Degree  in  Social  Work  at 
the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work.  Columbia  University.  The  other 
student  was  matriculated  for  her  degree  at  the  Fordham  University  School 
of  Social  Work.  Mrs.  Mandeville  and  Miss  Thaver  were  willing  to  add  the 
responsibility  of  supervising  these  students  to  their  usual  staff  responsi- 
bilities. 

Summer  Camping 

For  the  second  season,  Virginia  Rose,  Case  Aide,  managed  the  entire 
camping  program.  One  hundred  and  forty-nine  children  were  sent  to 
fifteen  different  camps,  which  were  sponsored  b\  nine  organizations.  The 
children  spent  a  total  of  731  weeks  at  camp,  averaging  almost  five  weeks 
for  each  child.  The  total  cost  to  the  hospital  was  $1,800.19  or  about  $2.46 
weekly  for  each  child. 

The  facilities  and  programs  of  the  camps  were  such  that  we  were  able 
to  send  children  with  varying  degrees  of  disability,  from  the  severely 
handicapped  to  those  with  minimal  limitations.  Our  sincere  appreciation 
is  extended  to  the  following  organizations  which  made  it  possible  for  so 
many  children  to  have  healthful  and  happy  camping  experiences:  The 
W  alter  Scott  Foundation.  New  York  Service  for  Orthopedicallv  Handi- 
capped. New  York  Philanthropic  League.  Herald  Tribune  Fresh  Air 
Fund.  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home.  Lakeside  Bible  Conference.  Chil- 
dren's Aid  Society,  Textile  Square  Club  of  New  York,  New  York  Rotary 
Club  and  Camp  Waterford.

1(  was  estimated  that  a  two  year  stud\  should  result  in  some 
constructix e  conclusions.  One  of  the  chief  ohjectives  was  to  determine  the 
\alue  of  intensi\e  medical  social  casework  as  a  factor  in  the  treatment  of 
arthritic  patients. 

In  Decend)er  1955  Miss  Judith  (jorkin  the  social  worker  appointed  l)\ 
the  Foundation  resigned  to  take  another  position.  We  were  fortunate  how- 
ever in  having  as  her  replacement  Miss  Rose  Chertov,  M.S.S.  who  is  a 
skilled  medical  social  worker  and  who  in  addition  has  had  valuable  re- 
search experience  in  social  studies  related  to  medical  care. 

Multiple  Sclerosis 

Harold  R.  Wainerdi.  M.D.  Assistant  Visiting  Phvsician.  in  charge  of 
the  Multiple  Sclerosis  and  Demvelinatiiig  Diseases  Clinic,  recjuested  the 
full  time  ser\  ices  of  an  "experienced,  poised  and  understanding"  medical 
social  worker  and  offered  to  meet  the  increase  this  additional  worker 
would  make  in  our  departmental  budget  from  his  special  fund  for  the 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Clinic.  Mrs.  Carrie  Harley  who  has  her  Masters  Degree 
from  the  New  York  School  and  who  has  had  several  years  of  experience 
in  famih  and  school  agencies  accepted  this  new  position  in  December. 
The  patients  in  this  clinic  w  ill  require  100' f  coverage  by  the  social 
worker  for  the\  present  the  multiple  emotional  and  familial  problems  that 
accompan)  a  prolonged,  discouraging  and  disabling  illness.

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  an  unrestricted  gift  to  the 
Society  of  not  less  than  $7,500  made  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  donor  during  his  life,  or,  if  the  gift  is  made  by  will,  the 
person  named  in  the  will  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty 
years,  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  an  occupant  of  such 
bed.  When  the  gift  amounts  to  $10,000  or  more,  the  Society 
will  furnish  to  the  designated  occupant  of  such  bed  without 
charge  in  any  one  calendar  year  care  and  services,  the  cost 
of  which,  computed  at  the  Society's  then  scale  of  rates,  equals 
the  income  earned  by  the  Society  on  the  amount  of  such  gift, 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  average  rate  of  return  on  the 
Societ/s  general  funds  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 
The  Society  will  list  all  endowed  beds  in  its  annual  report  and 
record  the  same  on  appropriate  plaques  in  the  Hospital. 


The  Society  has  always  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form 
of  generosity.  No  precise  words  are  necessary  to  a  valid 
legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  form,  however, 
may  be  suggested:
